Charleston,  Wednesday  y  Sth  February,  1854. 

This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina  for  the 
Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convention,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  as- 
sembled in  St.  Philip's  Church,  (which  had  been  designated  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  last  Convention  as  the  place  of  meeting,)  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M. 

After  Morning  Prayers  and  the  Litany  by  the  Rev.  Win.  Dehon, 
a  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop.  The  Ante-communion  Service 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  C.  Hanckel,  D.  D.  The  Holy  Communion  was 
administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hanckel,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Keith,  Spear  and  Campbell. 

The  alms  were  collected  by  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden,  and  the  Rev, 
P.  G.  Jenkins,  M.  D.  Deacon. 

After  a  recess,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop.

This  report  was  adopted,  except  such  part  of  it  as  related  to  the  case 
of  the  Rev.  R.  P.  Johnson,  which  was  referred  back  for  further  inquiry. 

The  Convention  was  then  declared  to  be  duly  organized. 

The  Rules  of  Order  were  read. 

On  Motion  of  the  Rev.  D.  McElheran,  the  Rev.  C.  Wallace  was 

unanimously  reelected  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  reappointed  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Wagner,  his  Assistant. 

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  J.  Barnwell  Campbell,  as  Prea- 
cher before  the  next  Convention,  and  the  Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  as  his 
alternate. 

The  President  also  appointed  as  the  Committee  on  unfinished  Busi- 
ness, the  Rev.  Mr.  Spear,  Gen.  W.  E.  Martin  and  Dr.  Jervey. 

Also  the  Committee  on  Finance,  Messrs.  Blacklock,  Pringle  and 
DeSaussure. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Standing  Committee  respectfuly  report  that  they  were  duly  or- 
ganized on  the  11th  of  May,  1853,  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  C. 
Hanckel,  D.  D.,  as  their  President,  and  the  Rev.  P.  T.  Keith,  their 
Secretary.    At  that  meeting  they  recommended,  and  as  the  Ecclesi- 
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astical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  received  Mr.  Julian  W.  Stuart  and 
Mr.  Thomas  J.  Girardeau  as  Candidates  for  Orders. 

May  25th,  1853,  at  the  request  of  A.  T.  Porter,  a  candidate  for 
Orders,  they  appointed  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
to  hold  his  examination,  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  said  Presby- 
ters reported,  that  they  had  examined  him,  and  that  the  examination 
was  satisfactory. 

June  6th,  1853,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  Testimonials 
of  the  Eev.  James  Stoney,  Deacon,  for  Priest's  Orders,  and  as  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  addressed  a  letter  through  their 
President  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  Virginia,  requesting  him  to  Ordain 
the  said  Rev.  James  Stoney  as  Priest. 

July  27th,  1853,  a  letter  was  laid  before  the  Standing  Committee  from 
Dr.  Benjamin  Huger,  a  deputy  elected  to  the  general  Convention,  sta- 
ting his  inability  to  attend  the  Convention,  whereupon  they  elected 
Henry  D.  Lesesne,  Esq.  to  supply  the  vacancy. 

August  15th,  1853,  on  application  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  N.  Lucas,  a 
Presbyter  of  the  Church  of  England,  to  be  received  as  a  Clergyman  in 
the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina*  the  Standing  Committee  adopted  the 
following  resolution,  viz  : — "  Resolved  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lucas,  be  recei- 
ved as  a  Clergymam  in  union  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  so  soon 
as  he  shall  have  subscribed  the  declaration  required  and  contained  in 
the  VII  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  "  The  Rev.  Mr.  Lucas  having  subscribed  the  same,  was 
accordingly  received  as  a  Clergyman  in  union  with  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

November  29th,  1853.  The  Standing  Committee  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger  Deacon,  for  Priest's  Orders.  At 
the  same  meeting,  they  elected  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Campbell  a  member  of 
their  Committee,  to  supply  a  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  P.  T.  Gervais. 

January  25th,  1854,  Jacob  V.  Welch  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  under  Canon  VII  of  1853.

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Convention  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet 
to-morrow  morning  at  half  past  ten  o'clock. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  offered  a  new  Canon,  as  a  substitute  for  Canon 
second  of  this  Convention,  and  in  accordance  with  Canon  twelfth  of  the 
General  Convention  of  1853. 

On  motion  this  Canon  was  referred  to  a  special  Committee,  consisting 
of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Trapier  and  Gadsden,  and  Mr.  Ladson. 

There  were  present  this  day,  under  the  23d  Rule  of  Order,  the  Rev. 
T.  F.  Davis,  Jr.  and  the  Rev.  T.  S.  W.  Mott  of  the  Diocese  of  North- 
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Carolina,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Girardeau,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  1 
this  Diocese. 

After  prayers  by  the  President,  the  Convention  adjourned.

Thursday,  9  th  February,  1S54. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Bland. 

After  a  recess,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Roll  was  called  and  a  quorum  of  both  orders  found  present. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved.

The  Bishop  read  his  Address  as  follows  : — 

Brethren  of  the  Convention  : 

It  is  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  an  account  of  my  official  acts,  during 
the  short  period  of  my  Episcopate. 

On  the  17th  day  of  October  last,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  I  was  to- 
gether with  the  present  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  consecrated  to  the 
office  of  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God — a  very  solemn  trust,  for  the 
fulfilment  of  which  I  rely  under  God,  upon  a  simple  and  sincere  desire 
to  do  my  duty  and  His  will. 

Immediately  after  my  consecration,  I  took  my  seat  in  the  house  of 
Bishops,  and  remained  there,  until  the  day  on  which  the  Convention 
closed,  the  Representative  of  this  Diocese.  As  the  proceedings  of  the 
Convention  have  been  so  fully  published  in  the  various  periodicals  of 
the  Church,  I  need  not  remark  upon  them  except,  to  repeat  the  assurance 
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so  frequently  given,  of  an  increased  spirit  of  harmony  and  peace,  there 
exhibited,  together  with  a  very  general  and  strong  desire  that  the 
Church  should  put  forth  all  her  energies.  Also,  to  acknowledge  with 
pleasure,  the  presence  among  us,  of  representatives  from  the  mother 
Church  in  England.  The  Bishops  of  Madras  and  Frederickton  were 
among  my  own  consecrators. 

On  Wednesday,  26th  of  October,  I  took  passage  for  this  city 
hoping  to  arrive  in  time  to  officiate  in  this  Diocese  on  Sunday,  but 
owing  to  unfavorable  weather,  did  not  arrive  in  Camden,  until  the  eve- 
ning of  Monday,  31st.  Sunday,  November  6th,  I  preached  twice  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  Grace  Church,  Camden^ 

November  10th,  left  home  for  Edgefield  on  my  first  visitation,  and 
met  at  Branchville  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss,  and  Mr.  Robert  W.  Barnwell, 
Jr.,  who  accompanied  me. 

Saturday  12th,  Preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield,  lectured  on 
confirmation,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  Also,  together  with  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Prentiss  and  C.  B.  Walker,  examined  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bellin- 
ger, for  Priest's  Orders,  and  Mr.  Robert  W.  Barnwell,  Jr.  for  Deacon's 
Orders.    The  examinations  were  approved. 

Sunday,  November  13th,  Preached,  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, and  ordained  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger  to  the  Priesthood.  The 
Rev.  Messrs.  Reed,  Prentiss  and  C.  B.  Walker,  being  present  and  assist- 
ing.   Mr.  Reed  preached  in  the  afternoon,  and  Mr.  Prentiss,  at  night. 

November  14th,  together  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Prentiss,  Bellinger 
and  Walker,  examined  Mr.  R.  W.  Barnwell,  Jr.  again  for  Deacon's 
Orders,  this  being  his  third  examination.  The  examination  was  appro- 
ved. 

Tuesday,  November  15th,  Preached  again  in  Edgefield.  It  was 
cheering,  on  this  my  first  visitation  to  meet  brethern,  whose  hearts 
seemed  so  truly  alive,  to  the  great  work  to  which  they  had  been  sent 
by  their  Master,  and  to  find  them  ready  to  work  with  me  for  the  glory 
of  God,  and  the  good  of  His  Church.  I  had  also,  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing at  his  own  home,  with  a  beloved  brother,  with  whom  in  years  past 
I  had  labored  side  by  side  in  another  Diocese. 

Friday,  November  18th,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Church  Home.  This  Institution  is  pursuing  its  quiet  and  useful  course, 
and  is  at  this  time  in  a  more  prosperous  state,  than  it  has  ever  been, 

Saturday,  November  19th,  I  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Communion  in  this  city — almost  all  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
city  being  present. 

Sunday,  November  20th,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  in  St.  Philip's 
Church,  lectured  on  confirmation,  and  confirmed  twenty  five  persons, 
twenty  white  and  five  colored.  In  the  afternoon  preached  in  St.  John's 
Chapel,  lectured  and  confirmed  twenty  persons,  ten  white  and  ten  color- 
ed. At  night,  preached  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  lectured  on  confir- 
mation, and  confirmed  ten  persons,  white. 

Wednesday,  November  23d,  preached  in  Grace  Church,  in  this  city, 
at  night. 
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Sunday,  November  27th.  In  St.  John's  Church,  John's  Island,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  fourteen  white  persons.  After  the  white  con- 
gregation were  dismissed,  a  very  large  assembly  of  colored  persons 
were  gathered  together,  to  whom  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss  preached;  after 
which,  I  confirmed  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  colored  persons.  I  was 
forcibly  struck  with  the  regard  and  reverence  which  these  servants 
paid  to  their  spiritual  instructors,  and  the  cordiality  and  gratefulness 
with  which  they  received  all  that  we  spoke  unto  them.  They  shewed 
that  much  attention  had  been  paid  to  them  by  their  Pastor,  Rev.  Mr. 
Hall,  and  that  a  very  large  field  of  usefulness  is  opening  among  them. 
I  am  happy  to  say,  that  since  my  visit  there,  Mr.  Hall  has  found  a  wor- 
thy assistant  in  these  interesting  labors  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster.  On 
the  night  of  the  same  day,  Mr.  Prentiss  preached  to  another  congrega- 
tion of  colored  persons  at  his  own  house. 

Tuesday,  29th.  In  the  forenoon,  administered  confirmation  to  a  sick 
person.  In  the  afternoon,  together  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Campbell, 
Pinckney  and  Gadsden,  examined  Mr.  Thos.  J.  Girardeau  for  Deacon's 
Orders,  his  first  examination.    The  examination  was  approved. 

Sunday,  December  4th.  Preached  twice,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  in  Grace  Church,  Camden. 

Sunday,  11th.  Preached  twice  in  the  same  Church,  and  confirmed 
eleven  persons.  It  was  with  no  ordinary  emotion  that  I  performed  my 
first  Episcopal  act  among  a  people  to  whom  I  owe  a  long  and  deep 
debt  for  unwearied  kindnesses  and  continued  confidence. 

Sunday,  18th.  Preached  and  held  Divine  service  twice  in  the  same 
Church. 

Sunday,  25th.  (Christmas  day.)  Preached,  performed  Divine  ser- 
vice, and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  same  Church. 

Friday,  30th.  Left  home  for  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  and,  on  Satur- 
day, in  that  Parish,  preached,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson,  its  late  Rector, 
reading  prayers. 

Sunday,  January  1st.  Preached,  lectured  on  confirmation,  and 
confirmed  four  persons,  assisted  in  the  services  and  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, by  Mr.  Johnson. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  Hampden  Chapel,  about  five  miles  distant, 
preached  and  confirmed  ninety-two  colored  persons,  others,  who  were 
ready  for  confirmation,  being  detained  at  home  by  sickness  and  the  in- 
clemency of  the  weather.  Here,  proof  was  furnished  of  what  can  be 
done  for  this  people,  by  earnest  and  devoted  attention.  This  congre- 
gation has  been  gathered  together  in  one  year,  and  these  have  been 
the  results.  May  their  worthy  Pastor,  whom  they  have  now  lost,  be 
remembered  for  his  labors,  and  his  place  be  supplied  with  one  of  equal 
zeal  in  so  good  a  cause. 

Sunday,  January  8th.  At  Savannah,  (Geo.)  united  with  Bishops 
Elliott,  of  Georgia,  and  Cobbs,  of  Alabama,  in  the  consecration  of  Rev. 
Thomas  F.  Scott,  as  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Oregon  and  Washington 
territory.  There  were  many  causes  combining  to  render  this  a  season 
of  very  peculiar  interest.  We  were  sending  a  tried  servant  of  Christ 
into  still  more  trying  duties  ;  consecrating  a  southern  Presbyter  to  a 
very  arduous  Episcopal  mission,  endeavoring,  with  such  a  man,  to 
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plant  and  establish  the  Church  in  a  far  distant  territory.  And  may  I 
say,  that  to  me,  it  added  to  the  interest  of  the  occasion  that  the  person 
set  apart  to  this  high  and  arduous  duty,  was,  by  birth,  a  citizen  of  my 
native  State.  May  he  be  blessed  with  the  continual  presence  of  his 
Saviour,  and  receive,  at  last,  the  most  glorious  salutation  of  "  well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant." 

January  — ,  confirmed  one  colored  person. 

Sunday,  loth.  Preached  in  this  city,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  in  the 
forenoon,  and  at  night,  and  in  St.  Michael's  Church  in  the  afternoon. 

Saturday,  22d.  Preached  in  the  Strawberry  chapel,  St.  John's, 
Berkley ;  lectured  and  confirmed  five  white  persons.  After  the  white 
congregation  were  dismissed,  preached  to  a  large  congregation  of 
blacks,  and  confirmed  forty-five.  At  night,  at  Hyde  Park  Plantation, 
preached  and  confirmed  thirteen  colored  persons.  Here,  again,  there 
is  an  opening  field  for  missionary  labor  among  the  blacks,  and  an  in- 
creased religious  spirit  throughout  the  whole  parish. 

Sunday,  29th.  At  St.  James's,  Santee,  preached,  lectured  on  confir- 
mation, and  confirmed  three  white  persons.  ItL  the  afternoon,  pro- 
ceeded to  a  colored  congregation,  a  few  miles  distant,  to  whom  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Pinckney  preached,  and  of  whom  I  confirmed  forty  colored  persons. 

Sunday,  February  5th.  Preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  Grace  Church,  Camden. 

The  whole  number  of  Confirmations  has  been  eighty-one  whites,  and 
three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  colored — 408. 

I  have  given  a  certificate,  to  act  as  Lay-reader  in  Grace  Church, 
Camden,  to  Mr.  Julius  W.  Stuart ;  and,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, of  this  city,  to  Mr.  A.  Toomer  Porter.  Rev.  John  Foster  has 
been  received  into  this  Diocese,  under  a  letter  dismissory  from  the 
Bishop  of  Kentucky,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Stuart  Hanckel,  under  the 
same,  from  the  Bishop  of  Georgia.  I  have  received  from  the  Bishop 
of  New-York,  notice  of  the  deposition  from  the  sacred  ministry  of  the 
Rev.  Wm.  F.  Walker;  and  from  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  of  the  like 
deposition  of  the  Rev.  Francis  A.  Baker. 

There  are,  at  present,  eight  Candidates  for  Orders  in  this  Diocese, 
viz :  Messrs.  A.  Toomer  Porter,  Robt.  W.  Barnwell,  Jim.,  Wm.  Mur- 
phy, Lucien  Lance,  H.  L.  Phillips,  Thos.  J.  Girardeau,  Julius  W. 
Stuart,  and  Jacob  V.  Welch. 

After  so  short  an  experience,  brethren,  I  do  not  feel  justified  in 
speaking  to  you,  positively,  of  the  state  of  the  Diocese.  I  will  make 
some  observations  upon  a  few  points  that  have  pressed  themselves  upon 
my  notice.  There  does  seem  to  be  a  wider  field  of  usefulness  opening 
to  the  Church,  especially  among  the  colored  population.  Here  is  a 
great  field  of  missionary  labor,  and  one  that  bears  equally  upon  the 
consciences  of  Laymen  and  Clergymen.  We  owe  this  people  religious 
instruction,  and  unless  we  pay  it,  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  be  justified 
in  the' sight  of  God  and  man.  But  I  am  happy  to  say,  I  have  found 
no  opinion  to  combat  on  this  subject.  Masters  of  slaves,  in  South- 
Carolina,  are  solicitous  for  their  religious  instruction  and  improvement. 
The  great  difficulty  lies  in  the  inquiry,  how  shall  it  be  accomplished  ? 
And  this  leads  me  to  refer  to  another  point,  the  want  of  active,  earnest, 
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devoted  missionaries.  This  is  the  great  want  of  the  Church.  Let  me 
commend  the  whole  subject  of  our  missionary  work  to  your  thoughts 
and  prayers.  Permit  me  to  draw  your  attention  to  one  more  point.  It 
does  seem  to  be  the  gracious  will  of  our  God  to  hasten  upon  us  an  increa- 
sing spirit  of  peace  and  brotherly  kindness;  it  is  a  great  blessing,  and 
it  has  its  responsibilities.  Is  not  our  Lord  hereby  proving  us,  and  try- 
ing what  manner  of  spirit  we  are  of?  He  is  giving  *us  an  opportunity 
of  working  together  for  his  glory — are  we  ready  to  do  it  1  If  we  do, 
we  may  look  forward,  with  assured  confidence,  to  an  increase  of  Chris- 
tian love,  and  the  enlargement  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Master.  If  we 
do  not,  we  shall  as  certainly  come  to  evil  as  the  sparks  fly  upwards. 
The  physical  law  is  not  more  certain  than  the  moral.  Let  us  then 
buckle  on  our  armour  and  gird  up  our  loins  ;  we  are  doing  a  great  Avork. 
A  good  God  is  looking  favorably  upon  us,  and  a  merciful  and  loving 
Saviour  is  pleading  for  us  above.  Let  no  man's  hand  slack ;  and  let  us 
remember  the  very  solemn  words  of  him  who  hath  sent  us  into  this 
work.  "  No  man,  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough  and  looking  back, 
is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  God." 

The  Committee  on  the  case  of  the  Rev.  R.  P.  Johnson  reported,  that 
he  was  entitled  to  a  seat,  but  not  to  a  vote,  and  the  report  was  accepted.

Messrs.  Hall  and  Simmons  ;  also,  Tellers  for  the  Lay  vote,  Col.  Whea- 
ton  and  Dr.  Barker. 

While  these  votes  were  being  counted,  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention  was  ordered.

Resolved,  That  all  matters  relating  to  the  Bishop's  salary,  be  referred 
to  the  Financial  Committee,  with  instructions  to  report  to  this  Conven- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  the  first  standing  resolution  be  amended,  so  that  the 
quota  of  St.  James,  Santee,  be  raised  from  ten  to  twenty  dollars. 
On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Cornish, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  T.  F.  Davis,  D.  D.,  be  requested  to  fur- 
nish, for  publication,  the  Sermon  preached  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of 
this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  same  number  of  copies  of  this  Sermon  be  printed, 
as  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Arthur  moved  the  following  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution, viz  : — 

At  the  end  of  Article  II,  add  the  following  words,  viz  : — 
"  And  in  case  there  shall  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  any  other  good 
cause  to  render  it  necessary  to  alter  the  place  fixed  on  for  such  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  of  the  Epis- 
copate, the  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  have  power  to  appoint  another 
convenient  place  for  the  holding  of  such  Convention." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Jervey,  this  amendment  of  the  Constitution  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  P.  Trapier,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Keith  and  Reed 
were  appointed  on  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  vote,  in  place  of  the 
Rev.  R.  T.  Howard,  who  is  absent,  and  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  T.  F.  Davis, 
who  declined  to  serve. 
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Mr.  Lesesne  read  a  memorial  from  St.  Philip's  Church,  as  follows  : — 
To  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  So.  Carolina. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Charleston,  respectfully  showeth,  that  by  a  report,  laid  before 
your  body  at  its  last  session,  the  said  Church  is  set  down  as  a  defaulter 
to  the  Bishop's  Fund  since  the  year  1836  ;  as  to  which  your  Memori- 
alists ask  leave  to  submit  the  following  explanation  : 

I  the  year  1835,  their  Church  edifice  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  a 
very  heavy  debt  was  necessarily  incurred,  to  raise  funds  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  one.  The  annual  contribution  assessed  on  St.  Philip's  Church, 
for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  had  been  $250,  which  was  always  regularly 
paid.  About  that  time  it  was  raised  to  $300,  but  the  Vestry,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  condition  of  the  Church's  finances,  as  above  explained, 
continued  to  pay  the  sum  of  $250,  and  no  notice  being  taken  by  the  Con- 
vention of  the  short  payment,  omitted  to  take  steps  for  having  the 
assessment  reduced  to  the  original  amount  of  $250. 

Your  Memorialists  further  show,  that  their  debt  has  not  been  dimin- 
ished, but,  on  the  contrary,  is  now  larger  than  at  any  previous  time  ; 
and  the  interest  on  this  debt  consumes  so  large  a  part  of  their  income, 
that  they  cannot,  in  truth,  afford  to  pay  more  than  $250  per  annum  for 
the  purpose  in  question.  That  they  are»now  earnestly  engaged  in  de- 
vising measures  for  the  extinguishment  or  reduction  of  their  debt,  and 
hope  to  be  able,  at  some  future  day,  to  contribute  liberally  to  this  ob- 
ject, in  the  prosperity  of  which  they  feel  deeply  interested.  Your 
Memorialists  are  aware  that  this  assessment,  laid  by  the  Convention, 
does  not  constitute  a  valid  legal  demand,  but  they  are  unwilling  to  ap- 
pear in  the  light  of  defaulters,  since  it  is  only  the  want  of  ability  that 
has  caused  them  to  fail  in  responding  to  the  case. 

Wherefore,  your  Memorialists  pray  that  the  arrears  of  assessments 
to  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  reported  to  be  due  by  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Charleston,  to  the  extent  of  $50  per  annum  since  1836,  be  re- 
mitted, and  that  the  assessment  in  that  Church,  be  reduced  to  $250  per 
annum. 

Henry  D.  Lesesne, 
Chairman  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  Philip's  Church. 
Mr.  Lesesne  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  arrears  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  to  be  due 
by  St.  Philip's  Church  to  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  be  remitted  to 
the  extent  of  $50  per  annum,  since  the  year  1836,  and  that  the  assess- 
ment on  that  Church  be  now  fixed  at  $250  per  annum. 

The  memorial  and  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reported  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report,  that  they 
have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and 
find  the  same  to  be  correct  and  properly  vouched — showing  a  balance 
of  $67  24-100,  at  credit  of  same.

They  have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  "  the 
Bishop's  Convention  Fund  for  the  increase  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,"  and  find  the  same  to  be  correct  and  properly  vouched.  The 
Treasurer  having,  during  the  past  year,  invested  $1,014  37-100,  in  two 
bonds  of  the  Charlotte  and  South-Carolina  Railroad  of  $500  each,  (with 
interest,  which  had  accrued  upon  same,)  and  which  they  approve  of  as 
an  investment.

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  report,  that  they  find  the  fol- 
lowing, as  remaining  for  the  consideration  of  this  Convention. 

On  page  22  of  the  Journal,  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  and 
three  Laymen  were  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  amend- 
ing the  Constitution,  Art.  Ill,  so  as  to  provide  that  the  vote  of  the 
Bishop  shall  be  called  for,  always,  after  those  of  the  other  Clergy,  and 
only  when  said  vote  shall  either  decide  or  hinder  action,  and  to  report 
to  this  Convention. 

On  page  33,  it  is  recorded,  that  the  consideration  of  the  Kohne  le- 
gacy be  referred  to  the  delegates,  who  shall  be  elected  to  represent  us 
in  the  next  General  Convention  ;  to  investigate  the  subject  and  present 
it  to  the  consideration  of  that  body. 

On  page  36,  it  is  recorded,  that  a  Committee  of  three  persons  fee  ap- 
pointed to  memorialize  the  directors  of  the  various  railroad  companies, 
who  do  Sunday  labor,  asking  a  discontinuance  of  it.  The  Committee 
were,  T.  B  Clarkson,  W.  E.  Martin,  and  W.  Choice. 

On  page  37,  it  is  recorded,  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  re- 
quested to  superintend  the  subscriptions  to  the  Bishop's  Fund,  upon  the 
plan  proposed  by  them,  and  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  receive 
whatever  monies  shall  be  paid  in  accordance  therewith,  and  report  to 
the  next  Convention. 

On  page  37,  it  is  recorded,  that  a  resolution  to  remove  the  restriction 
in  the  2nd  resolution,  adopted  in  1818,  relative  to  the  Bishop's  Perma- 
nent Fund,  viz  : — That  the  Bishop  shall  then  cease  to  be  the  Rector  of 
any  particular  Church,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee : — Rev. 
Messrs.  Trapier,  Arthur,  and  Barnwell — Messrs.  Winsmith  and  De 
Saussure.  Also,  a  memorial  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  was  laid  on 
the  table. 

On  page  38,  it  is  recorded,  that  "  a  resolution  was  passed,  and  lies 
over  to  the  next  Convention  for  concurrence,"  to  alter  the  12th  Article 
of  the  Constitution. 

On  page  39,  a  Canon,  to  be  named  Canon  5,  was  laid  on  the  table.

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer,  with  the  Litany,  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  Reed. 

The  Convention  was  then  addressed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hening,  Mis- 
sionary to  Africa,  on  the  condition  and  prospects  of  that  mission. 

After  a  recess,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order,  the  Roll  called, 
and  a  quorum  found  present. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  amended. 

Certificates  of  Delegation  from  St.  David's  Church,  Cheraw,  in 
favor  of  Thos.  C.  B..Pegues,  Dr.Thos.  E.  Powe,  William  Godfrey,  and 
H.W.  Harrington,  were  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  that  subject, 
and  accepted.    None  of  them  were  present. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  yesterday,  in  relation  to  the  Delegation 
from  Pineville  and  Upper  St  John's,  was  re-considered  and  amended 
by  substituting  the  name  of  Julian  H.  Porcher,  instead  of  Wm.  Cain. 
Mr.  Porcher  answered  to  his  name. 

The  names  of  the  Delegates  absent  yesterday,  were  called,  and 
Mr.  Brewster  from  St.  Paul's,  answered  to  his  name  and  took  his  seat. 

The  amendment  to  the  Constitution,which  was  taken  up  for  conside- 
ration yesterday,  came  up  again  in  order. 

Dr.Huger  moved  that  this  amendment  be  indefinitely  postponed,  but 
the  motion  was  lost. 

Col.  Allston  offered  the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  that  this  Convention,  willing  to  adopt  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution,  will,  nevertheless,  in  consequence  of  the 
Delegates  from  several  of  the  Parishes,  postpone  the  final  vote  until 
the  next  Convention. 

This  Resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pinckney, 

Resolved,  that  the  consideration  of  this  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion be  postponed  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Gov.  Manning, 

Resolved  unanimously,  that  the  Clergy  be  urgently  requested  to  use 
efforts  among  the  Laity  of  their  respective  Parishes,  during  the  next 
year,  to  obtain  increased  subscriptions  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
so^s  to  place  the  Bishop  beyond  the  necessity  for  annual  contributions 
from  the  Parishes. 
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The  Finance  Committee  reported  on  the  subject  of  the  Bishop's  sal- 
ary, as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the 
Bishop's  salary,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  Report,  That  confidently 
presuming  upon  the  liberality  and  justice  of  the  Churches,  in  volunta- 
rily contributing  their  respective  quotas  towards  the  Bishop's  Common 
Fund,  they  calculate  upon  the  sum  of  $1,500  being  raised  annually, 
which,  with  three-fourths  of  the  income  arising  from  the  Permanent 
Fund,  (about  $1,200,)  will  give  an  available  sum  of  $2,700  towards  the 
object.  They,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  be 
$3,500  for  the  present  year  of  1854. 

They  also  recommend,  that  copies  of  the  subscription  lists,  referred 
to  in  the  report,  handed  in  yesterday,  be  printed,  and  sent  by  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund  to  the  several  Clergymen  in  the 
Diocese,  to  be  submitted  to  their  respective  congregations. 

They  would  further  recommend,  that  the  Treasurer  aforesaid  shall, 
in  future,  notify  the  defaulting  Churches,  immediately  after  the  ad- 
journment of  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  of  such  neglect, 
and  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  the  amounts  being  paid  up. 

In  recommending  the  above  amount,  to  be  paid  the  present  year,  for 
the  Bishop's  salary,  the  Committee  have  been  influenced  by  the  fact, 
that  as  his  duties  will  call  him  away  from  the  pastoral  charge  which  he 
now  holds,  and  will  require  his  place  to  be  filled  by  an  assistant  Min- 
ister, his  salary,  from  that  quarter,  will  cease  altogether,  or  nearly  so. 

The  Committee  further  recommend,  that  the  memorial  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Charleston,  be  granted,  and  that  the  assessment  of  said  Church 
shall,  in  future,  be  $250  annually,  to  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund;  and 
that  the  assessment  of  St.  Helena  Church,  St.  Helena  Island,  towards 
the  same  fund,  be  reduced  to  $10  per  annum  hereafter. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

On  motion,  Resolved,  that  this  Report  be  the  special  subject  for  con- 
sideration, at  seven  o'clock  this  evening. 

The  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Ccmmittee  on  Unfinished 
business,  was  continued. 

The  Resolution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier,  on  page  22  of  the  Journal 
of  1853,  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 

The  Committee  on  this  subject  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  amending  Art.  Ill  of  the  Constitution,  in  reference  to 
the  Bishop's  vote,  respectfully  report,  that  in  order  to  the  rightful  influ- 
ence of  the  Episcopal  office,  and  to  the  unbiassed  judgment  and  action 
of  Clergy  and  Laity,  in  Convention,  as  well  in  conformity  with  the 
scriptural  and  early  practiceof  the  church,  and  in  accordance  with  usage 
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in  deliberative  bodies,  ecclesiastical  and  civil,  in  other  countries,  and 
especially  in  ours,  it  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  proper  that 
the  Bishop,  as  presiding  officer,  vote  only  when  he  can  do  so  effec- 
tually, and  then  not  until  after  his  Clergy  shall  have  voted. 

They,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  following  Resolutions  be  passed, 
viz  : — 

1st.  That  in  the  Constitution,  Art.  Ill,  Sec'  2,  the  words,  "  on  all 
matters  requiring  the  suffrages  thereof,'rbe  stricken  out;  and  that  ik 
their  stead  the  following  be  inserted  as  Sec.  3  of  the  same  article,  viz , : 

"  The  Bishop  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  every  case  of  an  equal  di- 
"  vision  of  the  Clergy,  and  also  when,  in  case  of  a  majority  of  one,  in 
"  the  vote  of  the  said  order,  his  vote  would  hinder  action." 

"  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop  (if  there  be  one,) 
"  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  same  mode  in  which  the  Bishop  would 
"  have  voted  had  he  been  present.  But  in  case  both  are  present,  the 
"  vote  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  shall  be  called  for  immediately  after  the 
"  votes  of  the  other  Clergy." 

2ndly.  That  sections  3d,  4th,  5th  and  6th  be  numbered  respectively 
4th,  5th,  6th  and  7th.

On  motion  of  Gen.  Martin, 

Resolved,  That  this 'Report  of  the  Committee  be  the  special  subject 
for  consideration,  immediately  after  that  of  the  Qommittee  on  Finance, 
this  evening. 

The  Committee  on  the  Resolution  of  Mr.  Smith,  on  page  37  of  the 
Journal  of  last  year  reported  as  follows  c 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  on  the  proposal  to 
remove  the  restriction,  which  requires  that,  so  soon  as  the  income  from 
the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  amounts  to  more  than  $4,000,  "  the 
Bishop  shall  then  immediately  cease  to  be  the  Rector  of  any  particular 
Church,"  respectfully  report  unanimously  : —  1 

That,  as  it  seems  to  be  generally  admitted,  that  the  claims  of  the 
Diocese  as  a  whole  upon  the  time  and  attention  of  its  Bishop  are,  and 
should  be,  paramount  to  those  of  any  one  Parish,  it  will  be,  the  Com- 
mittee presume,  no  less  readily  conceded,  that  the  Bishop,  as  the  Chief 
Pastor  equally  of  all,  ought  to  be  in  such  position  as  will  relieve  him  of 
all  necessity  of  parochial  cure.  * 

But,  that,  inasmuch  as  there  may  be  reasons,  of  which  he  alone  can 
be  competent  to  judge,  for  his  having  such  cure,  therefore  the  decision 
of  the  questions  therein  involved,  may  most  safely  be  left  with  himself. 
Provided,  however,  that  his  engagements,  as  a  Rector,  do  not  deprive 
any  congregation  within  the  bounds  of  his  Episcopate  of  his  efficient 
supervision,  nor  any  person  of  that  affectionate  intercourse  with  him, 
which  is  doubtless  desired  by  every  one." 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  it  be  Resolved, 

1st.  That  the  restriction  requiring  the  Bishop  to  "  cease  to  be  the 
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Rector  of  a  particular  Church,  in  the  2d  of  the  resolutions  of  1818,  be, 
and  it  hereby  is,  removed. 

2dly.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  Bishop,  if  in  charge 
of  a  Parish,  should  be  so  assisted  as  to  be  able  to  leave  it  at  any  time, 
on  Episcopal  duty. 

3dly.  That  there  is,  accordingly,  an  obligation  imperative  upon  the 
Diocese,  to  provide  for  its  Bishop  an  income  adequate  to  his  indepen- 
dent official  support. 

4thly.  That  the  Parochial  Clergy  and  Vestries  be  earnestly  requested 
to  present  this  obligation  duly  to  their  respective  congregations  at  an 
early  day.

The  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  Resolutions,  one  by  one,  adopted. 
On  motion  of  Gen.  Martin, 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  now  recede  from  business  till  seven 
o'clock  this  evening.

The  Convention  assembled  after  the  Recess. 

The  Bishop  being  .absent,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Campbell,  the 
Rev.  Br.  Hanckel  was  called  to  the  Chair. 

The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  on  the  matter  of  the  Bishop's 
salary,  was  taken  up. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  taken  up  seriatim,  and 
agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  BlacklOck, 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund  be  au- 
thorized to  pay  the  Bishop's  salary  quarterly. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier,  the  order  of  the  day  was  post- 
poned, for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  the  Memorial  and  Resolutions  from 
Greenville. 

This  Memorial  being  before  the  Convention,  and  under  discussion, — 
on  motion  of  Mr.  McCrady, 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  Memorial  and  Resolutions  be 
made  the  special  order  of  the  day,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  the  second 
day  of  the  next  Convention ;  and  that  the  Resolutions  appended  to  the 
memorial,  be  printed  in  the  Journal. 

The  Resolutions  were  as  follows  : — 

"  1st.  Resolved,  That  a  Missionary  Committee,  consisting  of  two 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  provide  means  by  collections,  or  assessments,  or  otherwise,  with 
which  to  furnish  the  above  specified  amount  of  support  for  such  Mission- 
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aries  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint,  to  itinerate  through  the  upper  division 
of  the  State. 

"  2d.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  be  appointed  to  mature 

and  present  to  this  Convention  a  plan  for  the  establishment,  on  a  per- 
manent foundation,  of  two  Church  Schools,  a  male  and  female,  within 
the  Diocese,  and  to  enable  them  to  carry  this  plan  into  effect,  they  be 
instructed  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  travel  through  the  State  and 
solicit  subscriptions  for  such, Schools." 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented  to  the 
Organist  of  St.  Philip's  Church  for  his  acceptable  services. 

Resolved,  That  the  usual  compensation  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  of  St. 
Philip's  Church. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Bishop's  vote,  was  postponed  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Committee,  on  a  proposed  Canon,  in  place  of  Canon  II,  of  this 
Convention,  reported  the  following  Canon  : 

The  Committee,  appointed  on  a  proposed  substitute  for  Canon  II, 
report,  unanimously,  that  it  be  adopted,  as  follows,  viz  : — 

CANON, 

Providing  for  an  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church. 
Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  this  Diocese,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof,  shall,  at  or  before  the 
meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  deliver  or  transmit  to  the  Bishop, 
or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  an 
accurate  statement  in  writing  of  the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirma- 
tions, Marriages  and  Burials,  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  during  the  year 
ending  on  the  first  day  of  January,  preceding ;  the  names  of  places 
where,  and  how  often  in  each,  Divine  Service  has  been  held;  the  num- 
ber of  families,  specifying  how  many  of  them  belong  likewise  to  other 
Congregations  ;  the  number  of  Communicants,  stating  the  changes  by 
admission,  removal,  death,  and  suspension ;  the  number  of  adults,  and 
of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  ;  the  number  catechized,  and 
on  how  many  Sundays  ;  whether  there  be  any  Sunday  School,  and  if 
any,  the  number  of  children,  and  of  teachers,  and  the  subjects  of  in- 
struction in  the  same ;  also,  the  amount  of  Communion  alms,  the  con- 
tributions for  Missions,  diocesan  domestic,  and  foreign ;  for  Parochial 
schools,  and  for  Church  purposes  of  whatever  kind ;  and,  generally, 
all  such  other  matters  as  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  Church 
under  his  care. 

In  each  case,  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported  dis- 
tinctively ;  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  and 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  entered  upon  the  Journal,  con- 
formably to  Canon  XII  of  the  General  Convention  of  1853. 
Respectfully,

The  Canon  was  passed. 
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Gen.  Martin  offered  the  following  Resolution,  which  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  charter  of  St.  Thaddseus's  Church,  Aiken, 
and  report  to  the  Convention  at  its  next  session,  whether  the  same  is  in 
conformity  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  this  State, 
and  of  the  United  States. 

The  Committee  appointed  were,  Gen.W.E;  Martin,  J.  M.DeSaussure, 
Rev.  P.  Trapier,  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Hall. 

*■  On  motion  of  Gen,  Martin,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Cornish  was  added  to  the 
above  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Con- 
vention be  printed. 

The  Bishop  then  returned  to  the  Chair. 

Resolved,  That  the  next  meeting  of  this  Convention  be  held  in  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Charleston. 

The  Minutes  of  this  day's  session  were  read  and  amended. 

The  ninth  Standing  Resolution  was  read  and  amended,  by  striking 
out  the  word  annually,  and  inserting  the  words,  "  at  or  before  every 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention." 

After  Prayers,  and  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention 
adjourned.

Remarks. — The  children  were  catechised  every  Sunday  morning  in 
the  Sunday  School ;  and  openly  in  the  Church,  6  Sundays  in  the  win- 
ter and  7  in  the  spring,  and  5  in  the  autumn.  The  colored  children 
were  catechised  also,  by  one  of  the  Ministers,  every  Sunday  in  the 
Sunday  School,  immediately  after  morning  service;  and  openly  in  the 
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Church  on  Friday,  during  the  above  mentioned  period,  we  offered  to 
catechise  them  ;  but  very  few  attended. 

At  the  beginning  of  January  1853,  a  weekly  Lecture  was  instituted 
for  Wednesday  evening  for  the  adult  whites,  and  another  on  Friday 
evening  for  the  colored  adults  of  our  flock.  The  former  of  which  we 
thought  would  be  acceptable  especially  to  the  males,  whose  business 
prevented  their  attendance  at  our  weekly  morning  prayers,  we  regret 
to  state  was  so  thinly  attended  that  we  discontinued  the  Lecture  after 
Lent.  In  these  services  the  coloured  people,  however,  shewed  more 
interest,  and  throughout  the  whole  year  they  have  been  continued. 
They  chant  all  the  anthems,  and  sing  without  an  instrument,  led  by  a 
choir  of  their  own  color ;  and  the  interest  which  they  seem  to  take  m 
the  service,  and  their  general  attendance,  is  encouraging,  and  we  trust 
will  issue  in  the  everlasting  welfare  of  many.

By  comparing  the  last  Journal,  it  will  be  found  this  Church  has 
contributed  to  missions  $656  60  more  in  this  than  the  previous  year.

7  have  been  disciplined,  and  2  have  died,  leaving  at  present,  109  mem- 
bers. He  would  also  state,  that  from  sickness  and  the  severity  of  the 
weather,  17  of  these  failed  to  meet  the  Bishop  on  the  day  appointed 
for  Confirmation.

The  Rev.  B.  Johnson  reports,  that  he  has  performed  occasional  ser- 
vices as  he  was  able,  in  this  Parish,  preaching  in  all  about  twelve  or 
fifteen  times.  He  has  nothing  new  to  state  in  reference  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Parish,  except  that  a  very  energetic  and  zealous  lady  who 
spends  her  summers  in  this  village,  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
erecting  the  Church  here,  and  the  work  is  progressing.

Report  of  the  Rev.  TT.  T.  Potter. 

In  the  month  of  January,  1S53,  I  received  an  invitation  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Vestry  of  Upper  St.  John's,  as  their  Assistant  Minis- 
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ter.  After  preaching  two  Sundays  in  the  parish,  I  hesitatingly,  and 
from  reasons  which  seemed  satisfactory,  declined  the  call.  On  my  re- 
turn home,  with  the  consent  of  the  owners,  and  approbation  of  the 
Rector  of  Prince  William's,  I  took  missionary  supervision  of  my  own 
and  four  neighboring  plantations,  holding  two  or  three  services  on 
the  Lord's  Day,  also  catechising  at  each  place  during  the  week,  except 
my  own,  which  was  on  Sunday.  These  services  were  continued  with 
regularity  until  the  1st  of  July,  when  I  left  for  Europe. 

I  held  service  and  preached  three  Sundays  during  my  voyage  ;  have 
also,  since  my  return,  preached  for  and  assisted  several  of  my  brethren 
in  the  services  and  Communion.  Until  God,  in  his  providence,  points 
out  a  larger  field  of  labor,  (for  which,  by  your  office,  you  may  think 
me  qualified,)  I  shall  confine  myself  to  missionary  labors  near  my 
home,  always  ready  to  labor  in  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  as  the  Lord 
may  condescend  to  use  my  unworthy  and  feeble  services.  .

On  the  1st  of  November  I  took  the  charge  of  the  Parish  of  Claremont. 
My  report  is  therefore  for  2  months  only.

Present  number,  35  white ;  colored,  unknown — their  is,  however,  a 
large  number. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Seely,  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Thomas  and  St. 

Denis's. 

I  have  held  divine  service,  during  the  past  year,  and  preached, 
with  a  very  few  exceptions,  on  every  Lord's  day,  at  the  Church  and 
Chapel,  during  the  winter  season,  and  at  the  school  house  on  the  Wando 
River,  during  the  summer  season. 

I  have  baptized  one  white  child — Mary  Ann  Elizabeth  Smith — 
Sponsors,  Mr.  Charles  Dutart  and  Lady.  I  have  baptized  9  colored 
children  and  one  colored  adult.  Buried  one  white  infant  and  one  color- 
ed adult,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  on  three  occasions. 

The  white  children  of  the  school  have  been  catechised  on  every 
Lord's  day,  in  the  school  house,  and  the  colored  people  in  the  Church, 
after  service. 

Most  of  the  services  performed  in  1 852-— particularly  the  baptisms — 
were  reported  by  the  former  Rector  of  this  parish — as  he  did  not  leave 
the  parish  until  after  Easter. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Sellwood,  Missionary  in  St.  Luke's  Parish. 
The  mission  in  which  I  am  engaged  is  a  new  one.  I  entered  on  its 
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duties  last  June.  My  work  is  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Grahamville.  I  preach  whenever  I  get  an  opportunity 
of  doing  so,  whether  in  a  private  dwelling  house  or  a  house  of  worship 
of  any  Christian  sect,  if  permitted.  We  have  no  house  of  worship  of 
our  own.  The  congregations  which  assembled  for  divine  worship 
are  quite  small,  various  circumstances  conspire  to  make  them  so. 

One  great  means  of  rendering  spiritual  benefit  to  the  people,  I  have 
reason  to  believe,  is  by  visiting  them  at  their  houses,  and  praying  with 
them,  and  holding  conversation  with  them  on  the  things  which  make 
for  their  everlasting  welfare.  I  therefore  devote  a  very  large  portion 
of  my  time  to  pastoral  visitation.  In  consequence  of  the  people  being 
scattered  about  in  various  directions  for  many  miles,  I  have  often  been 
unable  to  accomplish  more  than  a  visit  to  a  single  family  in  a  day. 

Last  fall  there  was  a  great  deal  of  sickness  among  them,  and  I  was 
kept  fully  employed  in  ministering  to  their  spiritual  necessities,  and  in 
some  respects  also  to  their  bodily  wants.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Elliott,  at 
that  time,  the  Rector  of  the  Church  here,  purchased  with  the  Com- 
munion alms  some  $25  worth  of  clothing,  which  he  kindly  placed  at 
my  disposal  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 

I  feel  exceedigly  discouraged  at  having  such  small  congregations  to 
preach  to,  having  been  used  to  addressing  much  larger  ones  :  on  the 
other  hand,  I  feel  in  a  degree  encouraged  in  my  pastoral  visits.  I  hope 
I  am  in  the  path  of  duty,  the  people  bid  me  welcome  to  their  houses, 
in  sickness  and  in  health,  and  there  is  no  one  but  myself  to  visit  them 
or  preach  to  them. 

Up  to  the  end  of  December,  I  devoted  every  other  Sunday  to  Gilli- 
sonville,  but  it  seems  almost  like  lost  time  to  go  there.  We  have  a 
Church  there,  but  next  door  to  no  congregation.  On  an  average  I  have 
had  at  each  service  about  three  persons  friendly  to  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  some  half  dozen  Baptist.  There  are  no  prospects  at  present,  of 
building  up  an  Episcopal  congregation  there,  but  rather  the  reverse, 
even  some  of  the  few  Episcopalians  who  are  there  talk  of  removing. 

I  have  officiated  several  times  in  Grahamville,  both  in  the  Episcopal 
Chruch,  and  also  in  the  Free  Church,  being  able  to  do  so  without  in- 
terfering with  the  duties  of  my  mission. 

Since  new  year's  clay  I  have  discontinued  preaching  in  Gillisonville, 
and  Ferebeeville,  the  congregations  in  winter  time  being  reduced  almost 
to  nothing.  I  have  thefore  devoted  a  part  of  each  Sunday  to  Graham- 
ville. the  Church  being  at  present  destitute  of  a  Rector. 

I  have  officiated  at  three  funerals  and  one  marriage. 

Trinity  ChurcJi,  Columbia.

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  Ward  Simmons. 

Circumstances  beyond  my  control,  having  made  it  necessary  for  me 
to  relinquish  my  ditties  at  Spartanburg  Court  House,  I  removed  to 
Charleston  the  last  of  April,  und  have  resided  there  since,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  about  five  or  six  weeks  passed  in  the  up  country,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  my  health.  During  that  period,  I  officiated  several  times  at 
Greenville,  in  aid  of  the  Rector ;  once  at  Spartanburg,  and  on  one  Sun- 
day at  Pendleton.  After  my  return  to  the  city,  I  officiated  at  St.  Ste- 
phen's Chapel  during  the  absence,  first,  of  the  Minister,  and  afterwards 
of  his  Assistant.  Since  their  return,  I  have  frequently  taken  part  in 
the  duties  of  the  desk  and  chancel.  I  have  also  officiated  two  or  three 
times  in  St.  Paul's  Parish.  Upon  the  retirement  to  the  country  of  the

Remarks.— This  report  commences  May  4th,  1853,  as  by  mistake 
the  report  of  the  4  previous  months  was  incorporated  into  my  last. 

Resigned  the  charge  of  the  Parish,  at  the  date  of  this  report,  it  com- 
mends itself  to  the  prayers  and  alms  of  all  pious  Churchmen.  To  all 
such,  the  walls  of  the  unfinished  Edifice,  at  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Cannon 
and  Ashley  Streets,  must  cry  out  for  the  needful  aid,  which  alone  can 
supply  this  congregation  with  a  suitable  place  of  worship.  In  leaving 
the  field,  I  am  supported  in  the  faithful  conviction  that  God  is  able  in 
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His  own  good  time  to  glorify  His  name  by  the  completion  of  the  work. 
His  Church  is  planted  here,  and  no  earthly  power  can  stay  its  ultimate 
progress. 

St.  Lukes,  Newberry. 

The  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker,  Rector. 

In  November,  1852,  I  took  temporary  charge  of  this  Parish,  to  see 
what  could  be  done  with  it.  During  this  time,  I  have  baptised  one  adult 
and  five  children.  I  have  spent  eight  months  of  the  past  year  among 
this  people,  my  family  being  in  Beaufort.  In  serving  them,  I  have 
spent  three  hundred  dollars,  in  boarding,  travelling  to  and  fro,  books 
and  other  things,  contingent  to  the  good  of  the  Parish.  A  very  beauti- 
ful lot,  as  a  site,  for  the  Church,  purchased  and  given  by  some  ten  gentle- 
men in  Newberry,  has  been  obtained.  The  Church  building  is  under 
contract,  and  the  Vestry  hope  to  be  in  it  by  October.  It  will  cost  four 
thousand  dollars,  completed  and  furnished.  Two  thirds  of  this  sum,  is 
the  contribution  of  the  citizens  of  Newberry.  With  the  present  state  of 
feeling  towards  our  Church,  the  Vestry  think  they  will  be  able  to  raise 
three  thousand.  To  place  the  Church  above  debt,  they  will  need  one 
thousand  more. 

One  year  ago,  I  commenced  our  services  here,  to  two  gentlemen  and 
three  families — rin  all  six  persons — without  a  Church,  to  preach  in,  and 
without  money,  to  build  one ;  we  thought  its  establishment  very  doubt- 
ful. In  addition,  the  prejudices  of  the  community,  against  the  Episcopal 
Church,  were  very  great;  but  our  handful  of  people  were  anxious,  ready 
to  give  and  work ;  besides  the  rapid  growth  of  Newberry,  called  for 
another  Church.  Hence,  I  entered,  with  them,  into  the  effort,  accept- 
ing all  they  could  offer,  as  a  salary  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
Our  congregations  are  now  very  good,  and  increasing.  All  that  the 
Vestry  now  need,  is  money,  to  pay  for  their  Church,  and,  in  a  few  years, 
it  will  extend  a  helping  hand  and  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  to  other 
portions  of  the  state.

Remarks. — The  Church  has  suffered  a  very  heavy  loss  in  the  death 
of  several  of  her  most  belovedy  exemplary  and  useful  members.  This 
departure,  though  gain  to  them,  is  felt  by  the  Pastor  as  deep  affliction 
to  himself,  as  well  as  to  the  Church  and  the  community.  One  of  them 
was  very  aged ;  in  the  highest  sense,  a  *  mother  in  Israel." 
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Our  mission  to  the  slaves  in  the  vicinity,  has  sustained  a  great  loss 
in  the  removal  of  our  missionary  assistant,  the  Rev.  Stiles  Mellichamp, 
to  another  parish.  His  labour  was  most  earnest,  pains-taking  and  suc- 
cessful. His  work  is  continued,  for  the  present,  by  the  Rev.  E.  T. 
Walker.  The  statistics  of  the  mission  are  embraced  in  the  tabular 
report.    Mr.  Mellichamp  says  : 

"  I  closed  my  labours  among  the  negroes  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Beaufort,  on  the  1st  December  1853. 

I  have  nothing  more  to  add  to  my  report  of  last  year,  than  the  earn- 
est prayer  (already  I  feel  assured,  answered)  that  God  would  raise  up, 
for  the  proprietors  of  this  interesting  field,  a  minister  suited  to  their 
wants,  and  qualified  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  lead  their  people,  for  whose 
welfare  they  are  so  deeply  in  earnest,  to  that  common  salvation  which 
is  appointed  for  all,  whether  bond  or  free. 

On  the  1st  December  I  entered  upon  my  new  charge,  as  Rector  of 
St.  James's  Church,  James  Island,  and  have  been  preaching  every 
Sabbath,  once.  I  am  also  now  preaching  every  Sabbath  afternoon  on 
several  plantations,  and  catechising  the  negro  children  once  a  week. 

I  cannot  close  without  expressing  my  gratification  at  the  commend- 
able zeal  of  the  congregation,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  friends,  have 
nearly  completed  a  neat  edifice  for  public  worship.  Two  persons  have 
been  added  to  the  lists  of  communicants,  since  I  came  here.

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Report  of  the  Rev.  B.  C.  Webb,  Missionary  to  the  Slaves  in  Prince  Wil- 
liam's Parish. 

Plantations,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  were  8,  but  2  were  subse- 
quently withdrawn,  leaving  6.    Stations,  5  at  the  first,  but  afterwards 

4.  With  the  aid  of  a  Lay-assistant,  Divine  Service  was  held  at  each 
station  every  Sunday,  with  a  few  interruptions.  During  the  absence 
of  the  Missionary,  his  place  was  supplied  through  the  kindness  and 
zeal  of  the  Rector.  The  children,  besides  being  instructed  on  Sun- 
days, were  catechised  in  the  week. 

Communicants,  110  ;  2 lost  by  death  ;  17  by  removal ;  2  dismissed; 
4  restored  ;  1 1  received.    Baptisms,  adults,  7  ;  infants,  5.  Funerals, 

5.  Marriages,  2.    Lord's  Supper  administered  12  times. 

The  health  of  the  Missionary,  very  feeble  for  many  years,  deman- 
ded his  absenting  himself ;  and  to  this,  the  patrons  very  kindly  con- 
sented. He  was  absent  about  three  months ;  while  away,  he  was 
actively  engaged,  according  to  ability,  in  the  work  of  the  Ministry.  It 
has  pleased  God  to  improve  his  health  very  much.  It  is  to  be  regret- 
ted, the  services  of  his  Lay-assistant,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Leverett,  have 
been  lost  by  his  withdrawal,  and  no  one  can  be  obtained  to  supply  his 
place. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  Wig  fall,  Missionary  at  Barhamvillej  S.  C. 

Remarks. — I  attended  to  its  parochial  duties  as  Rector  of  St.  Mark's 
parish,  until  October  1853,  when  I  resigned  my  charge  and  removed  to 
"  Barhamville,  S.  C."  The  congregation,  to  which  I  preach  every 
Sunday,  consists  of  one  hundred  sholars  of  the  institute,  and  sixteen 
adults. 

The  prospect  of  usefulness  here,  I  believe,  is  not  less  than  in  any 
other  field  that  is  open  to  me.  While,  by  the  faithful  preaching  of  the 
gospel  many  may  be  "  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  as  it  is 
in  Jesus."  An  object  of  minor  importance  may  also  be  accomplished, 
i.  e.  the  removing  of  ungrounded  prejudices  from  youthful  minds  against 
the  doctrine  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  A.  Woodward,  late  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Parish. 

My  connexion  with  this  Parish,  as  Rector,  ceased  on  the  1st  of  July 
last.  I  was  induced,  in  consequence  of  continued  indisposition,  and  by 
the  advice  of  physicians,  to  resign,  and  take  a  trip  to  the  north — return- 
ed in  October,  and,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  greatly  benefited.  Up 
to  the.  time  of  my  resignation,  (and  from  last  January,)  I  continued  to 
officiate  as  usual  on  Hilton  Head,  the  Main  and  Pinckney  Island,  with 
the  exception  of  four  Sundays,  when  I  was  prevented  either  by  sick- 
ness or  the  weather.  I  joined  together,  in  holy  matrimony,  one  white 
couple ;  baptized  one  white  adult,  and  one  white  infant;  and  added  to 
the  list  of  communicants,  four  white  persons,  one  of  whom  was  of  the 
Baptist  denomination. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  remark  that,  when  I  first  took  charge  of  this 
Parish,  I  laboured  under  many  and  great  discouragements.  The  Church 
here  was  "under  a  cloud."    Through  prejudice,  she  was  by  many  but 
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little  appreciated  or  regarded.  But  very  few  families  went  up  to  the 
Temple  to  "worship  in  the  beauty  of  holiness."  The  number  of  white 
communicants  did  not  exceed  a  dozen.  But  "this  is  the  victory  that  over- 
cometh  the  world,  even  our  Faith."  Abetter  and  a  brighter  state  of 
things  appears  now  to  exist.  The  people  have  become  more  a  Church- 
going  and  a  Church-loving  people.  And  of  this,  the  best  external  evi- 
dence, perhaps,  is  the  Parish  register.  To  say  nothing  of  the  number 
of  white  Communicants  that  have  died,  or  removed  out  of  the  Parish, 
since  I  took  charge — about  20 — I  find  on  the  list  which  I  have  handed 
over  to  my  successor,  Families,  40  white — including  6  belonging  to 
other  congregations ;  and  Communicants,  36  white,  and  about  53  co- 
lored, including  those  under  the  charge  of  the  Misssonary  to  the 
black; — total,  89.;  But  "  not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy 
name  be  all  the  praise."

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 


IN  THE 


DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH-CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Of  acceding  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South-Carolina  accedes  to, 
recognizes  and  adopts  the  general  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II.  0 

Of  Stated  Meetings. 
A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in  Charleston,  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  February,  or  at  such  time,  and  in  such  place,  as 
shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Me?nbers  of  Convention. 
Section  1. — The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and 
Laymen. 

Section  2. — The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one, 
and  the  Minister,  or  Ministers  of  every  Episcopal  Church  in  union  with 
this  Convention,  shall  always  be,  ex-qfficio,  a  member  or  members  of  this 
Convention,  with  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  requiring  the  suffrages 
thereof :  Provided,  that  no  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  Con- 
vention, unless  he  has  been  actually,  as  well  as  canonically  resident 
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within  the  Diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been  em- 
ployed in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station  :  Provided,  also,  that  no 
Clergyman,  otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  Convention,  shall, 
by  reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Section  3. — Every  other  Clergyman  of  the  Church  being  a  Mission- 
ary, officiating  under  the  sanction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  institution, 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  this  Convention, 
with  the  exception  of  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  involving  the  temporal 
concerns  of  the  Churches.  The  provisions  of  the  second  section  of 
this  Article  shall  also  apply  to  the  preceding  part  of  this  section.  Every 
other  Clergyman,  being  an  instructor  of  youth  in  any  seminary  of  learn- 
ing, constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  this  Diocese,  or 
a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States,  or  being  pre- 
vented by  age  and  infirmity  from  exercising  his  clerical  functions,  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  this  Convention,  with 
the  exception  of  the  right  to  vote. 

Section  4. — Lay-Delegates  not  exceeding  four  (4)  in  number,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  respective  Episcopal  Churches,  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  from  among  the  members  of  those  Churches  respectively 
to  represent  them  in  Convention  ;  the  Delegates  to  be  elected  in  such 
manner  and  time,  as  each  Church  shall  deem  proper,  to  serve  for  one 
stated  Convention.  They  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats  in  Convention,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election.  For 
special  Conventions,  special  elections  shall  be  held. 

Section  5. — No  member  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct 

Churches,  or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote.

Section  6. — A  Lay-Member,  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Convention 
as  a  Delegate  from  any  Church,  shall  not,  (without  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Convention,)  be  permitted  to  relinquish  his  seat,  and  take  a 
seat  as  the  Delegate  of  another  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Quorum. 

Ten  (10)  Members  of  the  Clerical  Order,  and  Lay-Representatives  of 
ten  (10)  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness generally  ;  but  any  number  of  either  Order,  that  shall  assemble, 
may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President  of  the4Con- 
vention.    But  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
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the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Convention  :  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

A  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be,  ex-officio,  Treasurer,  shall  be  annually 
chosen,  (and  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed,)  who  shall 
keep  a  true  and  correct  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Convention, 
attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  give  notice  to  each  Min- 
ister and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  any  stated  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Convention ;  and  this  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  six 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  such  Convention.  He  shall  also  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before 
the  Convention,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  suc- 
cessor, all  books  and  papers,  relative  and  belonging  to  the  Convention, 
which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1. — A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the 
actual  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention,  for  the  purposes 
expressed  in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan 
Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  Committee  be 
appointed. 

Section  2. — At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President  ;  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  Com- 
mittee, to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose  alone,  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  ad- 
dressed to  the  Standing  Committee,  to  attest  their  public  acts,  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor.  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Section  3. — They  shall  present  to  each  annual  Convention,  an  ab- 
stract of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Convention. 

Section  4. — Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining 
members,  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee  being  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  choice. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Special  Meetings. 

Section  1. — The  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Convention  ;  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held  where  the  authority 
calling  it  shall  determine  ;  and  at  such  special  meeting  no  other  business 
shall  be  transacted,  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling  the  Convention. 

Section  2. — No  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called 
for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop.  t 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  Voting  in  Convention: 

On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitution,  the 
members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body  ;  but  any  two  Clergy- 
men, or  the  Delegation  from  any  two  Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate 
vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote  individually,  and  the 
Lay-Delegates  by  Churches,  (a  majority  of  each  Delegation  having 
one  vote,)  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  neces- 
sary to  a  decision. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 

In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  a 
majority  of  each  Order  shall  determine  a  choice :  Provided,  that  two- 
thirds  (2-3ds)  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled' to  a  vote,  and  two-thirds  (2-3ds) 
of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  be  present;  otherwise,  two- 
thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  votes  of  each  Order  present,  shall  be  necessary  to 
determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumerated  in  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention  "  of  offtnces  for  which  Ministers  shall 
be  tried  and  punished and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Convention.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  Admission  of  Churches  or  Parishes  into  the  Convention. 

Whenever  a  Church  or  Parish,  not  now  entitled  to  a  representation, 
shall  be  desirous  of  uniting  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  they  shall  apply  by  letter  to  the  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  no 
Bishop,  or  he  be  absent,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  stating  the  due 
organization  of  their  Church,  the  election  of  their  Vestrymen  and  Church 
Wardens,  their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and 
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their  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  enacted  by 
authority  of  the  same.  And  at  the  Convention  next  succeeding  the 
receipt  of  such  application,  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  shall 
communicate  the  same  to  the  Convention  for  their  decision  thereon. 
Should  the  Convention  make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said  Church 
shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  :  Provided  always,  that  the  Delegates  of  the  Church  or 
Parish,  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allowed 
a  vote  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  which  their  Church  or 
Parish  is  admitted.  But  no  Lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any 
Church  or  Parish,  which  has  for  three  (3)  successive  years  neglected 
to  elect  a  Vestry  and  Wardens,  or  to  pay  its  quota  to  the  Convention, 
until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.-— At  every  annual  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four 
Laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General 
Convention. 

Section  2. — In  case  any  Deputy,  appointed  as  above,  shall  decline 
such  appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  inform 
the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  the  Bishop,  Or  in  case 
of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee may  appoint  a  substitute  for  any  deputy  so  declining,  or  unable 
to  attend  :  Provided,  that  such  substitute  be  a  member  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South-Carolina. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
Article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  Article  be 
proposed,  considered  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Conven- 
tion, and  concurred  in  by  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  Churches  present 
at  a  subsequent  Convention. 
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CANONS. 


CANON  I. 

On  making  Collections  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund. 

Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  this  Diocese,  or  his 
Assistant,  shall  from  time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,  preach  in  every 
Church  under  his  care,  a  Sermon  on  the  nature  and  duties  of  the  Epis- 
copal office  ;  and  the  Vestry  of  each  Church  are  requested  to  make  a 
collection  annually  in  aid  of  the  Bishop's  Commor*  Eund  ;  or,  in  lieu  of 
soch  collection,  the  Minister  and  Vestry  of  such  Church  may  substitute 
an  annual  contribution.    Passed  1822.    Amended  1826. 

CANON  II. 

Providing  for  an  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  this  Diocese,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof,  shall,  at  or  before  the 
m<;e'ing  of  every  Annual  Convention,  delivei  or  transmit,  to  the  Bishop, 
or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of,; £t*^  Convention,  an 
accurate  statement  in  writing  of  the  number  qf  Baptisms,  Confirma- 
tions, Marriages  and  Burials,  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  during  the  year 
ending  on  the  first  day  of  January,  preceding;  the  names  of  places 
where,  and  how  often  in  each,  Divine  Service  has  been  held  ;  the  num- 
ber of  families,  specifying  how  many  .  of  them  belong  likewise  to 
other  Congregations ;  the  number  of  Communicants,  stating  the 
changes  by  admission,  removal,  death,  and  suspension;  the  number  of 
adults,  and1  of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  ;  the  number  cate- 
chized, and  on  how  many  Sundays;  whether  there  be  any  Sunday 
School,  and  if  any,  the  number  of  children,  and  of  teachers,  and  the 
subjects  of  instruction  in  the  same;  also,  the  amount  of  Communion 
alms,  the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign  ; 
for  Parochial  schools,  and  for  Church  purposes  of  whatever  kind  ;  and, 
generally,  all  such  other  matters  as  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the 
Church  under  his  care. 

In  each  case,  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported  dis- 
tinctively ;  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  and 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  entered  upon  the  Journal,  con- 
formably to  Canon  XII  of  the  General  Convention  of  1853. 

Passed  1854. 
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CANON  III. 

Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1. — In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  before  an  Eccle- 
siastical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  per- 
sons, one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese.  And  if  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  deem  the  offence  charged,  as  coming  within 
the  offences  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese 
or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  presented,  they 
shall  present  the  same  to  the  Bishop  in  the  following  form: 

To  A.  B.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South- Carolina  : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina,  respect- 
fully represent  that  C.  D  has  been  accused  under  the  hand  of  E.  F.  and 
G.  H.  [here  recite  the  charge  or  charges,]  and  the  Committee  are  of 
opinion,  that  there  is  sufficient  ground  for  presenting  the  said  C.  D.  for 
trial,  agreeably  to  the  Canon,  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 
Signed  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  2. — But  nothing,  herein  contained,  shall  be  regarded  as 
interfering  with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  institute  an  inquiry  on  his 
own  motion,  according  to  the  thirty-seventh  Canon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Section  3. — A  presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  proceed, 
from  among  those  eniirled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  other  than  the 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  designate  twelve  (12.)  Presby- 
ters, and  cause  a  list  of  their  names,  and  a  copy  of  the  presentment  to 
be  furnished  to  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  if  he  be 
not  found.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall  select 
five  (5)  of  the  twelve  (12)  Presbyters,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop  :  and  in  case  of  his  failure  to  do  so,  th  Bishop  shall  select  five 
(5  :)  and,  in  either  case,  the  selected  Presbyters  shall  constitute  a 
Council  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Section  4. — The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Bishop  may  appoint,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time 
to  time,  and  from  place  to  place  within  the  Diocese.  If  it  fail  to  meet 
on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  fr>  m 
day  to  day,  for  the  space  of  "three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed  ;  and 
if  the  whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it  appears  probable  that  a  full 
attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may  be  present, 
being  not  less  than  three  (3),  shall  proceed  to  trial :  The  Council  shall 
appoint  a  President  and  Secretary,  the  first  from  their  own  body,  and 
the  latter  from  their  own  body,  or  otherwise ;  and  before  proceeding 
to  trial,  shall  ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be 
conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accu- 
sed to  be  written  down  by  the  Secretary,  and,  along  with  the  deposi- 
tions and  other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved; 
and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.    Some  officer 
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authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Coun- 
cil to  administer  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  trial 
shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  Standing  Committee,  or  by  the 
accused.  • 

Section  5. — A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode,  (if  he  be  not  found)  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  such  meet- 
ing; and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  by 
their  President,  or  some  one  who  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that 
office,  shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence  in  support  of  the  accusation, 
and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution. 

Section  6. — If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may  proceed 
to  trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial 
to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  refuse,  or  decline  to  appear,  the  Council  shall 
report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon 
him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry  ;  but  such  sentence  may 
be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months, 
shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall 
appear  for  that  end  before  the  Council ;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report 
and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in  the  presentment,  may 
pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Section  7. — Upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  the 
accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material 
witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Clergyman,  or  Layman,  as  a 
Commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party 
applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  the  deposition.  If  the  party  to  whom  snch  notice  is  to 
be  given,  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for 
taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be 
allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  examination  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  signed  by  the  witness ;  and  the  deposition,  certified  by  the  Com- 
missioner and  transmitted,  under  seal,  to  the  Council. 

Section  8. — When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Council  shall 
declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty,  or  not  guilty  ; 
and  if  not  guilty,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be 
pronounced.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence and  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop  ;  whereupon,  the 
Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper, 
and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop, 
the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it  ; 
in  which  case,  a  new  Council  shall  be  convened,  before  which  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided.  • 

Section  9. — If,  at  any  time,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
charges,  the  Bishop,  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certi* 
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fied  to  him  by  the  Council,)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence  ;  and  if,  when 
put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit, 
nor  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Section  10. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Con- 
vention, at  its  next  session,  after  the  trial  of  a  Presbyter,  or  Deacon,  as 
herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

CANON  IV. 

A  list  to  he  made  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diozese. 

Section  1. — Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  ail  the  Min- 
isters of  the  Protesiant  Episcopal  Church,  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures  or  parishes,  or  of 
their  stations  as  missionaries  or  chaplains,  or  of  the  colleges,  academies, 
or  other  seminaries  of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  ecclesiastical 
authority,  in  which  they  are  engaged,  or  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not 
engaged  in  parishes,  missions  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their 
places  of  residence  only.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Con- 
vention immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order  on  the  first 
day  of  meeting,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom. 
Such  list  shall  then  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen, 
appointed  by  the  Chair,  who  shall  forthwith  consider  and  report  who 
of  the  Clergymen,  on  said  list,  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  ;  who  are  entitled  to  said  privileges,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  temporal  affairs 
of  the  Churches  ;  who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but  not  to  votes,  and  who 
are  not  entitled  to  either  seats  or  votes.  Such  list,  thus  reported  and 
approved  ot  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  every  General  Convention. 

»  Section  2. — No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry, 

shall  have  a  place  on  said  list. 

Section  3.- — The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name 
be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

Section  4. — The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the 
admission  of  Ministers  into  this  Diocese,  as  may  prevent  unwary  and 
ignorant  people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be 
authorized  Ministers  of  this  Church.  And  his  certificate  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  such  admission. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  opening  of  the  Convention  shall  always  be  preceded  by  the 
Morning  Service  of  the  Church,  a  Sermon,  and  the  administration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  by  the  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  or 
the  Bishop  be  not  present,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee. The  business  of  every  succeeding  day  shall  be  introduced  with 
the  Morning  Service,  and  the  business  of  every  day  shall  be  closed  with 
appropriate  Collects,  pronounced  by  the  President. 

II.  At  the  opening  of  each  Annual  Convention,  when  the  President 
shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  shall  first  call  over,  in  alpha- 
betical order,  The  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats.  He  shall  then 
call  over  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  when  the  Delegates 
shall  lay  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table.  These  shall  be  re: 
ferred  to  a  Committee  of  Three,  who  shall  forthwith  examine  them,  and 
report  to  the  Convention.  A  constitutional  quorum  having  been  found 
present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized. 
Should  the  Committee  have  considered  any  testimonials  unsatisfactory, 
these  shall  now  be  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their  sufficiency  settled. 

ITT.  The  further  order  of  business  for  the  first  day  of  the  session  of 
the  Convention,  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  consideration  of  the  application  of  Churches,  or  Parishes,  for 
admission  into  the  Convention. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day 
of  the  next  annual  Convention. 

5.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  two  Standing  Committees, 
viz  :  the  Committee  on  unfinished  Business,  one  (1)  Clergyman  and 
two  (2)  Laymen  ;  the  Committee  on  Finance,  three  (3)  Laymen. 

6.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 

7.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

IV.  The  daily  order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be,  on 
the  President's  taking  the  Chair  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 
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4.  The  choosing  of  Peputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

5.  Calling  upon  each  delegation  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their  re- 
spective Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

6.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 
Committe  on  Finance. 

Treasurer  of  Bishop's  Permanent,  Common  and  Convention  Funds. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Conventional  School  Committee. 

Trustees  for  aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen. 

Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 

Special  Committees. 

7.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

V.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

VI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

VII.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

VIII.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

IX.  No  Member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention,  unless  he 
hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

X.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

XI.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

XII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  the 
same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved 
and  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XIV.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered  by 
a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XVI.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend  ;  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion 
to  strike  out  the  word  "Resolved,"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion 
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to  amend  ;  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  reso- 
lution. Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be 
first  put. 

XVII.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  inde- 
finitely, shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may 
interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Convention. 

XVI II.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber, unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Convention. 

XIX.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  wras  put. 

XXI.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to 
order  ;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be 
determined  in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of 
the  Convention. 

XXII.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  Chair;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXIII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  Candidates  for  Orders,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIV.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  members  present. 

XXV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening 
of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of 
the  Convention.

4.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion, in  his  annual  summons  to  the  different  Parishes,  or  Churches,  to 
state  the  quota  of  such  Parishes  or  Churches,  to  the  Bishop's  Common 
Fund.  Passed  1830. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  of  St.  Philip's,  St.  Michael's,  and  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Radcliffeborough,  and  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  Grace 
Church,  Charleston,  shall  each  contribute  ten  (10)  dollars  annually,  and 
each  Parish  or  Church  in  the   ountry  five  (5)  dollars  annually,  towards

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defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Convention;  and  that  the  Secretary,  in 
issuing  his  summons  to  the  Parish,  or  Churches,  shall  inform  them  of 
this  resolution  ;  and  that  at  each  Annual  Convention,  the  Treasurer 
shall  apply  to  the  Delegates  of  each  Church  for  their  respective  contri- 
butions.

6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
for  the  time  being,  to  furnish  the  Ministers  of  the  several  Parishes,  or 
Churches,  with  blank  copies  of  the  usual  form  for  the  Reports  ;  and  that 
they  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  henceforth,  to  make  their  annual 
returns  conformably  to  the  same.

7.  Whereas,  according  to  the  Consecration  service  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  "devout  and  holy  men,  as  well  under  the  Law  as 
"  under  the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the  express  command  of  God,  or 
"  by  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  blessed  Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to 
"  their  own  reason  and  sense  of  the  natural  decency  of  things,  have 
"  erected  houses  for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated  them 
"  from  all  unhallowed  worldly,  and  common  uses,  in  order  to  fill  men's 
"  minds  with  greater  reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty,  and  affect  their 
"  hearts  with  more  devotion  and  humility  in  his  service  ;"  and,  whereas, 
the  delivering  of  orations,  and  holding  elections,  on  secular  or  political 
subjects  and  occasions,  and  the  usual  worldly  accompaniments  and  cir- 
cumstances, are  thought  inconsistent  with  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of 
this  declaration  of  the  Consecration  service,  and  have  been  found  to 
give  pain  to  many  members  of  our  Communion,  and  generally  to  be  of 
injurious  tendency  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Convention,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries 
of  all  Churches  in  this  Diocese,  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  interdict 
the  use  of  the.. Churches  under  their  care,  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly, 
and  common  purposes.  Passed  1828. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  custom  of  returning  thanks  for  sermons  preach- 
ed before  this  body,  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary,  and  shall  not,  in 
future,  be  observed.  Passed  1829. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  at  or  before 
every  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  quota  of  this  Diocese,  towards  de- 
fraying the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Convention. 

Passed  1832. 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Clergymen 
having  a  Parochial  charge,  to  give  notice  to  their  respective  Congrega- 
tions, on  the  Sunday  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
that  divine  service  may  be  expected  every  day  during  the  sitting  of  the 
Convention.  »  Passed  1838.  Amended. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  fund  to  be  raised  in  conformity  with  a  reso- 
lution for  adopting  measures  to  increase  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
shall  be  called  the  "  Convention  Fund,  raised  for  the  increase  of  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  ;"  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  charge  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  and  Common  Funds ;  and  shall 
not  be  used,  either  principal  or  interest,  except  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vestment, until  the  income  shall  be  adequate,  together  with  the  income 
of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
independent  of  a  Parochial  charge.  Passed  1836,  and  amended. 
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12.  Resolved,  That  it.be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  respective  Pastors,  incurred  by  their 
attendance  on  the  Diocesan  Convention.  Passed  1838. 

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  members 
of  our  Church,  who  are  proprietors  of  slaves,  individually  and  collec- 
tively to  take  measures  for  the  support  of  Clerical  Missionaries  and 
Lay  Catechists,  who  are  members  of  our  Church,  for  the  religious 
instruction  of  their  slaves..  Passed  1838. 

14.  Resolved,  That  it  be  urged  upon  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  the 
country  Parishes,  to  exert  themselves  to  obtain  the  services  of  such 
Clerical  Missionaries  and  Lay  Catechists.  Passed  1838. 

15.  Resolved,  "That  every  Missionary  and  Catechist  be  approved  of 
by  the  Bishop.  ■  Passed  1838. 

16.  Resolved,  That^the  Clergy  be  required,  on  some  suitable  occasion 
previously  to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  each  year,  to  call  the 
attention  of  their  respective  congregations  to  the  importance  of  the 
punctual  attendance  of  Delegates  at  such  Convention.    Passed  1838. 

17.  Resolved,  That  no  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders,  shall  be 
admitted  to  a  seat  in^  this  Convention,  as  a  Lay-Delegate  from  any 
Parish  or  Church.     *  Pawed  1838. 

18.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  several 
Churches  in  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of  Delegates  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  com- 
municants of  the  Church.  Passed  1841. 

19.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  or  officiating  Minister,  or  in  case  of 
there  being  no  Minister,  the  Chairman  of  the  Vestry  in  the  different 
Parishes  be  requested  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  after  each  annual 
election  of  Vestry  and  Wardens  of  their  Church,  to  forward  a  list  of 
their  names  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  also  a  list 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  that  they  may  be  kept  on  file. 

20.  Resolved,  unanimously,  That  whereas  the  practice  of  both  public 
and  private  travelling  on  the  Lord's  day,  is  deemed  to  be  a  prevalent 
evil  of  the  times;  and  whereas,  the  41st  Canon  of  our  Church,  "of  the 
due  celebration  of  Sundays,"  prescribes  that  "all  persons  within  this 
Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and 
public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity, 
using  all  godly  and  sober  conversation," 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  members  of  our  Church  in  this 
Diocese  be  solicited  to  the  above  Canon.  Passed  1844. 

21.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  in  voting  by  ballot,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches  in  order,  and  the  votes 
be  brought  forward  and  deposited  with  the  Tellers  as  called  for  ;  and 
no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes.
